BLOW UP CANAL 


Statement Written by Alleged 
German Spy to Save His Life 
Made Public in London. 


By awassoctatea Presa. 
LONDON, April 21.—The Government 


last night issued a lengthy sworn state- 
ment by Horst von der Goltz, the secret 
agent of the Government, who iow Is 
in th. United States in custody, giving 
full details of his activities in America. 

The statement bristles with dates and 
namos of places and of persons associa- 
ted with him. The Government prefaces 
it with a memorandum relating to Von 
der Goltz’s !dentity and the manner of 


his arrest in England. 

The memorandum says that when Von 
der Goltz was shown a check signed 
by Capt. von Papen, the former mili- 
tary attache of the German embassy 
at Washington, which had been seized 
at Falmoush he admitted his indorse- 
ment and asked to be allowed to make 
a voluntary statement. He was tlicre- 
upon given writing materials and speni 
the night of Jan. 31 in compiling 
statement, to which he afterward swore. 

The Government's memorandum 
marks: Von der Goltz’s statement finds 
detailed corroboration in the Von Papen 
checks, which he cannot have known 
were in the possession of the British 
authorities.’’ 

Began Activities in 1914. 

The statement of Von der Goltz, 
given out by the wuvvernment, is in 
part as follows: 

"On Aug. 3, 1914, I left the Mexican 
army on leave and arrived at El Paso, 
where Consul Kuck directed me to re- 
port to Von Papen. After § visiting 
Washington and Asbury Park T arrived 
in New York in mid-August, stopping at 
the Holland Hous:. 

‘IT visited Vice Consul Kraske, who 
Suggested that I avoid being seen about 
the consulate and he would notify me 
when to meet Von Papen. A few days 
later I met Von Papen. I was asked 
my opinion of a scheme suggested bv 
a certain Schumacher for raiding towns 
on the coast of the Great Lakes wiil. 
a motor boat armed with machine guns. 
The proposal later was rejected, owing 
to the embassy receiving unfavorable 
information about Schumacher. 

*“T was then requested to assist in a 
acheme for the invasion of Canada by 
a force recruited from reservists in the 
United States, aided by German war- 
ships then in the Pacific. 

“This scheme, which was proposed by 
Von Papen and Boy-Ed, later was aban- 
doned on the advice of Bernstorff. 

“Next Von Papen asked me to con- 
fer with two Irishmen, who proposed 
the dynamiting of railway junctiona, 
grain elevators and the locks of the 
canals connecting the Great Lakes. !t 
was hoped thus to terrify Canada, pre- 
venting the dominion from aiding the 
mother country. 

“Tt received the Irishmen, who brought 
maps and details of the plan. Before 
going to Baltimore to consult Con- 
seul Luederitz regarding the scheme I 
emploved one man, Charlies Tucker, 
alias Tucsheimer, as an assistant. I 
then went to Baltimore and consulted 
Luederitz, who obtained a passport in 
the name of Taylor. He also introduced 
me to the captain of a German ship at 
that time in the harbor, proposing thai 
YT make use of part of his crew and one 
officer. 

Got Check From Von Papen. 

“Returning to New York I selectad 
three men to assist me and acquainted 
them with part of the detalls of tha 
echeme. YT received a check from Von 
Papen, which was cashed for me by 
Mr. Stallford, a member of a German 
club. : 

“Regarding the material, arms and 
dynamite needed, Von Papen informed 
mo that Capt. Tauscher of Kmupp’s 
agency had agreed to furnish them. I[ 
saw Tauscher. He gave me a letter 
ef introduction to the Du Pont Powder 
Co., recommending B. H. Taylor & Co, 
and supplied me with an order to the 
man in charge of dynamite barges lving 
on the New Jersey side of the Statue 
of Liberty. 

“Tauscher told me he would send pis- 
tols by messenger to Hoboken to be de 
ltwered there to one of my agents at a 
certain restaurant, as he was liable to 
- punishment if he delivered them in New 
York without a permit. 

“In order to get dynamite it was 
necessary to hire a motor boat at a 
place near One Hundred and Forty- 
sixth street, Harlem, and put the dyna 
mite aboard in sult cases. After get- 
ting the explosives, | went by taxicab 
with two suit cases to the German cliuh 
end saw Von Papen. I then took the 
dynamite to my rooms, where | also 
kept a portion of the arms packed tn a 
emal! portmanteau. The remainder were 
in the keeping of two agents. one heing 
Mr. Fritzen, the discharged purser of a 
Russian steamer, the other a Mr 
a2 commercial agent, who formerly lived 
in England.

was CC. Covani, who attended me per- | 


sorally,. Tucker not being entrusted 
with any of those things. 

“Two or three days later 1 received 
from Von Papen at his rooms at the 
glub in the presence of Fritzen and 
foven!, a supply of generators § and 
wire, which I took to my rooms in a 
taxicab. 

Dynamite Taken to Buffalo. 

A few days later we left the Grand 
Central Station for Buffalo, Fritzen. 
Busse and Tucker taking care of the 
munitions, Covani attending me. 

"In Buffalo I hired rooms at 189 Dela- 
ware aventie. Thad the dynamite 
brought there and spent some days 
gathering information about the pre- 
eautions taken by Canada. Then I, my- 
self, and my agents went to Niagara 
Palis, N. Y., Sept. 15. 

“While still in Buffalo T received a 
telegram from Von Papen, signed Stef- 
fans, informing me that a lawyer, John 
Ryen, had money and instructions. | 
received the money but no instructions 
Reing thrown on my own resources | 
determined to reconnoiter the terrain

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THE COLONEL STILL VITUPERATIVE. 
Col. Roosevelt, who ridiculed as evidences of 
weakness the President’s forbearance and earnest 
desire to preserve the peace, is no better pleased 
now that the President has decided that patience 
is no longer a virtue. Mr. Wilson can adopt no 
policy so strong or wise as not to be accepted 
as a sign of weakness by the Colonel. 

He has been denouncing for a long time now. 
As the presidential primaries progress we shal! 
have indications of the effect on popular senti- 
ment. 

Some indications of the sort have been given 
already. Michigan was a crazy Bull Moose State 
in 1912. This vear a man who echoed the Colo- 
nel’s denunciations of the administration ran 
against Mr. Ford. The vote showed Mr. Ford a 
triumphant winner. At the last report Mr. Ford 
was ahead also in Nebraska, State of liberal 
progressive opinion. 

Mr. La Follette not only captured a majority 
of delegates in his own State of Wisconsin, but 
carried the Progressive State of North Dakota. 
Iowa, which showed 1. strong minority Roosevelt 
following in 1912, was carried by Mr. Cummins— 
to carry ones own state this vear is a greater 
achievement than in past years. Mr. Cummins 
also swept Minnesota, wildly enthusiastic Roose- 
velt State in 1912. 

These, of course, are results in Republican pri- 
maries, in which Mr. Wilson's policies could only 
be indirectly at issue. It. might be said that they 
indicated only an indorsement of the ultra-pa- 
cifist views shared by Mr. Ford, Mr. La Follette 


and Mr. Cummins. But aren’t they something! 


in addition to that? Is it more than fair to say 
that they mark a significant reaction from Mr. 
Roosevelt’s unreasoning and perpetual abuse of 
Mr. Wilson and Mr. Wilson's efforts for peace? 

So far as the Republican primaries held to date 
may be said to indicate anything, they indicate 
repudiation for the vituperative Colonel. Could 
any repudiation be more emphatic than one ex- 
pressed in these Republican states by their vote 
for La Follette, Cummins and Ford? 
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COL. BRYAN’S ‘‘STATESMANSHIP.’’ 

Col. William J. Bryan urges that the Sussex 
case, with the whole submarine controversy, be 
submitted to The Hague, but if we must have war 
with Germany, he suggests that we wait until after 
the present European war is over and then have 
our duel with the Teutons. 

In the Sussex case the proof is so overwhelming 
that there is no question of fact to refer to The 
Hague, but if the submarine controversy were 
referred to arbitration it would be necessary for 
Germany to agree to refrain from further outrages 
until the dispute is adjudicated. 

Would the German Government cease its pres- 
ent methods of submarine warfare until The 
Hague reaches a deeision? Col. Bryan's scheme 
brings us face to face with the existing situation. 

The Bryan suggestion of a postponement of our 
war with Germany, if we are to have one, until 
after the present war closes is amazing military 
strategy, worthy of a Don Quixote. 

lf, however, we are to wait until Germany can 
devote all her iand and sea forces to war with 
the United States, what about preparedness? We 
must make military preparations beyond the 
dreams of most preparedness advocates. Will Col. 
Bryan start the campaign?

This attack upon an American force 
which went in good faith :nto Farral in 
the most friendiv fashion blocked what 
seemed to be an excellent opportunity 
for either the capture of Villa or the 
dispersal of one of his strongest ‘ands 

Heretofore the American trocps have 
recxoned only on meeting opposition 
from brigands but resistance from regv- 
lar armed troops of the Mexican army 
put the American military leaders Im- 
mediately under the necessity of pre- 
paring for serious difficulties. Whether 
these preparations will have to be com.- 
pleted depends upon the future course 
of the Carranza faction. Within a few 
hours after the Parral fizgnt the new 
disposition of American forces was part- 
ly completed and within wi.wo days its 
most important features had been en- 
tirely carried out. 

Small Force Taken Into Parral. 

Cn April 12, about noon, Maj. Frank 
Tompkins of the Thirteenih Cavalry, 
who chased the Villistas across the tn- 
ternational line at Columbus, went into 
Parral with only a small portion of his 
force which. totaled about lo) mien, !n- 
cluding a pack train outfit. He had 
troops M and K of the Thirteenth. 

Maj. Tompkins had taken the pre- 
caution the night before to send word 
by a messenger to the Presidente of 
Parral, Luz Herrera, that ne would call 
upon him the next day to arrange for 
buying provisions and to have the Par- 
ral military officials designate some 
camping place for the Americans « 1t- 
side of Parral in accordance with tne 
agreement by which the American 
troops are not to occupy Mexican cities. 

Mai. Tompkins left most of his men 
outside of Parral, but took his advance 
guard into the city during his call. 
The presence of this guard was both 
a military precaution considered neces- 
a country credited with being 
strongly Villista in sentiment and also 
was the usual formal escort accom- 
panying commanding officers when, ac- 
cording to Mexican custom, they pay 
official visits. 

The Presidente sai*’ he had not re- 
the message which Maj. Tomp- 
kins had _ dispatched. The messenger 
was a Mexican, a Carranza petty of- 
ficer. After the Parral fight the authori- 
ties there claimed they had discovered 
that this messenger had been captured 
and killed by Villistas on his way to 
Parral. The conference in the city 
with the Presidente and with the Car- 
ranza General commanding in Parral, 
Gen. Ismael Lozano, was pleasant. 
Promises were made to sell the Amer- 
icans food and to show them a good 
camping site. Immediately the Amer- 
icans started out of the city, accom- 
panied by Herrera and Lozana, who 
was riding with Maj. Tompkins. 

Firing on Pack Train Begins. 

When the Americans were out of the 


town, the pack train at their rear, 
Mai. Tompkins heard firing. Looking 
back he saw that someone in the town 
was shooting at the pack train. tle 
had heard shouts of “Viva Villa’ and 
“Viva Mexico’’ and curses against 
“‘Gringoes.”’ 

Maj. Tompkins turned to the Carranza 
leaders and asked them what they knew 
about firing on his pack train. 
Iozano and the President hurried hack 
toward the town to stop the shooting. 

The Americans were in a column 
formed for defense when this firing he- 
gan, a formation which Maj. Tompl:i1.< 
had ordered as he heard the shooting 
against his pack train which had heen 
EM or 6 vards to the rear. The tww 
soldiers killed in the action were near 
Maj. Tompkins. 

As the firing became generai, Mai. 
‘Tompkins and the men of his command: 
could see some of ~heir assailants. Thev 
wore the khaki uniforms of Carrarza 
soldiers. Maj. Tompkins discovered one 
column of these uniformed men movirg 
out to cut off the road to the east and 
the north, where he would have to re- 
treat to escape the pocket at the camp 
site. He shouted to these men to get 
away from the road. * When they Jid 
not heed his warning the American 
commander directed his men to reply to 
the fire. 

Sergt. Jay Ridgeley of Troop M, Thir- 
teenth Cavalry, was the first American 
to fall. His body lay ajl day where it 
fell in the road, as his comrades were 
too hard pressed to pick it up. 

A bullet struck Maj. Tompkins tn the 
left breast. The wound was sight and 
| the Major continued fighting all after- 
noon and until yesterday, when reir- 
forcements under one of his supertor of- 
ficers arrived to relfeve him. 

J. B. Ord of the Sixth Infan- 
try, who accompanied the cavairv ex- 
pedition, was shot in the left ear, a 
slight wound. 

Hetreat Extended 15 Miles.

This retreat continued for 
five hours and a half over a distance of 
16 miles on a road bordered bv bushes 
affording good cover for pursuers. Dur.

repeatediy caught sight of men in Car 
ranga uniforms shooting at them, but 
saw few if any civiliana. 

After moving out from trap of hills 
where the fight began Maj. Tompkins 
formed a line of dismounted men well 
spread out on the road and on. adjoin- 
ing eminences, who retarded the attack- 
ers until the pack animals and stores 
had time to get back toward the Amer 
ican rear. 

Repeatedly during the afternoon this 
defense litne continued to form, to fire 
from the cover of rocks, plowed ground 
and ditches and then fell back to its 
horees for further retreat. The Ameri- 
cane had no machine guns, only their 
pistols and rifles, and every man was 
instructed to save his cartridges unt!! 
he could make them count.

Aldermen Requested to Pass Or- 
dinances Affecting Levee 
Tracks and Ranken Tract. 


TRACKS TO FREE BRIDGE 


Statement That Arbitrary Has 
Ceased to Exist Likely to 
Meet Opposition. 


The Executive Committee of the KBusi- 
ness. Men's League yesterday afternoon 
accepted the report of a joint commit- 
tee approving the three ordinances pre- 
pared by the Board of Public Service 
for the transfer to the city of the St. 
Louis Transfer Railway tracks on the 
levee, heretofore owned by the Termi- 
nal Railroad Association; for the va- 
cating of streets and alleys in the Ter- 
minal-owned Ranken tract and for the 
establishing of a double track connec- 
tion between the west approach of, the 
free bridge and the tracks of the Ter- 
mina! in the Mill Creek Valley yards. 

The report was made by the Grade 
Crossings Committee and the Committee 
on Terminal Facilities of the Business 
Men's League. 

Text of Report. 

After outlining the principa! 
visions in the three ordinances, 
report says: 

“Your committees, therefore, by 
unanimous vote, recommend that the 
executive committee of the league 
indorse the ordinances as written, 
and by every honorable means urge 
their passage by the Board of Alder- 
men. 

“Few people outside those coming 
in direct contact with shipping mat- 
ters realize the importance of a 
great city and its railroads pulling 
together. ~-Each needs the other! The 
very evident desire by both sides to 
be fair in the conferences leading up 
to the formation of the ordinances, 
which were written by city officials 
and accepted by the railroad associa- 
tion as written, let us hope, the 
beginning of a new era in St. Louis. 
The St. Louis bill of lading and uni- 
form rates to both sides of the river 
were secured years ago by negotia- 
tion. 

“The Interstate 
sion has said that our coal fates are 
fair, and the Supreme Court of tn: 
United States has made ciear the patn 
duty with reference to other roads 
using the present terminals. 

“The ‘arbitrary’ has ceased to exiSi. 
The uniform rates, both inbound and 
outbound, made possible by our term- 
nal system, covering as it does To 
square miles of territory with 5% miles 
of tracks, is an advantage possessed by 
1:0 other large distributing point. 

“Let us realize this to the full. Let 
us give the railroads a cnance to ex- 
pand—to better do the work we have 
for them to do, and they wil! tn 
vecome OUR roads in point of service. 
We need not then hesitate to say 
new industries, our shipping facilities 
ere uniform, efficient and fair—all ship- 
pers are treated alike.

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RALPH PULITZER WINS WITH 
ROWLAND MILES BY 1500 VOTES 


Total Ballots for Delegates to Na-' 
tional Democratic Convention in 
District Was Under 5000. 

NEW YORK, April = 21.—Officia! 
tabulation of the returns has estab- 
lished definitely that Ralph Pulitzer 
of Nassau County, publisher of the 
World, and Rowland Miles, a lawyer 
of Suffolk County, were elected dele- 
gates to the National Democratic 
Convention at St. Louis from the 
First Congressional District of New 
York, comprising Nassau and Suffolk 
Counties and part of Queens County.

9 MEN IN CHARGE 


Bull, McBride, Olcutt and Swee- 
ney Will Assist the Big 
Chief, T. Jones. 


NEW YORK, Apri] -Final deaiis 
of the Yale football coaching svstem for 
the coming season have heen com- 
pleted afier some months of conference 
and consideration, with the result that 
the Eli gridiron machine will make a 
new start next fall under the direction 
of experienced player-coaches. What 
the outcome Will be only time can dem- 
onstrate. New coaches and systems 
are no longer a novelty at Yale and in 
recent years the changes have not 
lifted the play of the elevens to the 
heights reached by the teams of past 
decades. 

Fhe personnel of the new coaching 
group promises well for in Tad Jones, 
Mike Sweeney, Dr. Billy Bull, Arthur 
McBride and Clarence Oleutt, the biue 
has brought together five men who 
know football both from the playing 
and coaching standpoint. Walter 
Camp in ak advisory capacity and Wil- 
liam Marting as freshman coach, the 
circle is well rounded out and should 
produce results from the very begin- 
ring. Yale hes the material for a rep- 
resentative eleven this autumn and with 
co-operation among the candidates, un- 
dergraduates and alumni, should prove 
more formidable throughout the entire 
Season than was the case a year ago. 


Haughton Back at Harvard. 


It must nOt be forgotten, however. that 
Harvard wil] have Haughton back to di- 
rect a coaching policy which is now 
established at Cambridge, and that 
“Speedy”’ te at Princeton is well ad- 
vanced alofg the same lines, Eastern col- 
lege football has reached the point where 
it is little short of complicated ecience and 
success against well-developed systems 
cannot be achieved in a few months 

Many close observers hold to the opinion 
that the new group of coaches will not at- 
tempt radical changes, but rather revert. 
to some extent, to the system in vogue 
before the slump of the past few vears. 
While such changes as are necessary to 
bring the play up-to-date will, of course. 
be installed. the coaches are likely to go 
back over the past few seasons and pick 
up the broken threads, as Yale has had a 
coaching system since 1888. Previous to 
that date there was no coaching policy. 
From 1889 to 1895 the captains did the 
chief coaching, advised by Walter Camp 
and assisted by returning graduate play- 
ers Then ensued a period of ups and 
downs, during which all-season head 
coaches were in charge, and no particular 
graduate was at the helm. But strong 
sraduate support was given the captains 
and Brink Thorne’s and Jim Rodgers’ 
teams won striking successes. third 
period then came in, begin- 
ning with McBride's 9! during 
which the now §traditiona! football! 
coaching system was developed 

Under this system the captain had full 
power. Generally the preceding captain 
was head or field coach. Camp was chief 
adviser, and each year evervbodyv came 
back and was assigned specia! position- 
coaching to do. During this period Yale 
won both from Harvard and Princeton 
eight times, tied once and lost twice—

l'IICLAL gseoring in the 
world is again causing trouble. It 
Started right here in St. Louis when 
Pittsburg writers criticised the work of 
the local official at the Cardinal Park 
for not giving ‘‘Babe’ Adams a no-hit 
kame. One dinky hit, that many thought 
was an error by SchultZ, was the sole 
black mark against the Pirate hurler. 
_The present system is truly faulty. 
Scorers are appointed by home clubs. 
They are invariably working newspaper 
men. Sometimes, as in this city, the 
same man is not on duty in all games, 
but the job is “split,”’ representatives of 
several papers taking turns at the task. 
Thus several individualities may enter 
into the scoring in the same town. 
Pittsburg writers suggest that the 
league select a paper, without permitting 
anyone to Know which one it is, and 
take its box scores from that publica- 
tion. It argued that the scorers 
would then each give, their own ver 
sion, without waiting for the official
